This amendment is being filed in reply to the outstanding Office Action, mailed on July 
1 1, 2003, in connection with the above mentioned application. The period for response has been 
extended to January 1 1 , 2004, by the accompanying petition for a three-month extension. Since 
January 11, 2004 is a Sunday, pursuant to 37 CFR §1 .7, a response filed on Monday, January 12, 
2004 is considered timely.
